fical Villas of 
Castelgandolfo have a very special 
character, because of being destined 
for the personal sojourn of the Pope. 

In the Lateran Treaty the Italian 
Government accorded the Holy Father 
as his own and absolute property and 
with the privilege of extraterritorial- 
ity another villa existing in the dis- 
trict of Castelgandolfo, the Villa of 
the Papal family of the Barberini, il- 
lustrious for having given the Church 
the great Pontiff Urban VIIL The 
Barberini Princes willingly consented 
to giving up their historic property 
‘80 that it might form part of the pat- 
rimony of the Holy Apostolic See. 
| Two summers already have passed 
‘away and yet Pius XI has not profit- 
ed by the possibilities of this country 
residence. To a diplomat, who had 
been his colleague and friend during 
his Nuncioship in Varsavia, namely, 
H. E. Van Ypersele de Strihou, Bel- 
gian Ambassador to the Holy See, who 
asked him if he would go to Castel- 
gandolfo even if only for a few days, 
the Pope replied that this was impos- 
sible, since he had too much to do in 
Rome and could not absent himself 
even for a few days. When the Am- 
bassador insisted “Could not Your 
Holiness take away the papers neces- 
sary for the work that must be ac- 
complished?” the Pope answered: 
“This is not practically possible: for 
when one goes from one place to an- 
other with the intention of taking the 
necessary material to work on, no 
sooner the reached his destination 
han he finds the most important pa- 
pers have been left behind and there- 
fore he accomplishes nothing.” 

On the other hand, even if the Pope 
wished, the actual conditions would 
make it impossible to spend a few 
days at Castelgandolfo. Many years 
have passed since 1870 and the old 
Apostolic Palace is in the best 
state of repair. 

The Villa Barberini is in far better 
condition, since it has always been in 
habited by the proprietors, but here 
also repairs and improvements would 
be necessary in order to lodge the Pa 
pal Court. Repairs at Castelgandolfo 
have not yet been begun, but the work 
in the Villa Barberini, 100 
workmen are employed, is in 
hand. 

The Villa is surrounded by extensive 
grounds half of which are park land 
and the other laid out in vineyards, 
olive groves, woods, etc. In the 
arrangement part of the agricultural 
land will be added to the park and 
transformed into gardens 
nues, fountains, and Italian gardens.

“Why, yes,” he anewered, “run right 
nlong and you will catch him.” and 
then added banteringly as the last 
ones passed, “Tt looks as though you 
are going to kill them all and not 
leave any for seed.” 

Sodalities Saved Bordeaux. 

Such was the epirit of the man whe 
later won the heart of Bordeaux by 
laying the foundations of practically 
every work of charity and apostolie 
endeavor the city. Besides the 
Brothers and Daughters of Mary, he 
founded the Misericorde, a refuge for 
fallen women, and a flourishing group 
of Sodalities for young men, for young 
women, fathers, for married wo- 
men, and even for chimney sweeps.
